LOADING. 


Extremely Quick and Easy 


Use any 35mm black and white or color film in standard cartridges. 
Load (and unload) camera in subdued light. 


Hold camera in LEFT HAND, lens down, making sure fingers do not 
touch lens. Unlock by moving lever at bottom of camera. Slide cover off. 


Turn WINDING knob until spring tongue on take-up spool faces you. 
Place film cartridge in its compartment (lower) so that hollow end 
engages split shaft of REWIND KNOB. Use left thumb to hold cartridge. 


To thread the film pull out about 3 inches of film and insert leading 
edge DEEPLY under spring tongue on winding spool. Edge of film must 
rest against right hand flange of winding spool. Align film over the 
gate. See that sprocket teeth engage film perforations. 


Turn WINDING KNOB one turn in the direction of arrow on knob. 
This will wind film. If knob will not turn, lift it once slightly then turn. 


To replace cover slide it gently over film until upper edge slips into 
position, then lock. Be careful not to disturb film and cartridge. 


Now bring film into position for first exposure by lifting winding knob 
and turning until it stops. Do this twice. 


Set frame counter at Zero (0) by turning it IN DIRECTION OF ARROW 
ON WINDING KNOB. 


Set Film Indicator (back of camera) for film in camera. Check exposure 
and time and you are ready for your first shot. 
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TAKING PICTURES 


Hold Camera Steady ... Release Shutter Slowly 


WHEN FOCUSING WITH COUPLED RANGEFINDER view subject 
through right hand window, subject will appear split in the middle. 
Move left hand focusing lever along distance scale until split images 
coincide. Focusing is possible AS CLOSE AS 2 FEET. 

FRAME SUBJECT in VIEWFINDER (left hand round window). 

For the majority of subjects IN SUNLIGHT with an average black and 
white film, the average recommended settings are: Diaphragm (stop) 
8 or 11. Shutter speed 1/50 or 1/100. For Kodachrome in same con- 
ditions use 8 at 1/50. (See film instructions.) 

For FLASH photography use Bolsey No. 2 FLASHGUN. It is screwed on 
the back of the camera. Use any flashbulbs at speeds up to 1/50 


second. For higher speeds use SM or SF midget flashbulbs only. For 


details see No. 2 FLASHGUN instructions. 

Hold camera STEADY, press shutter lever SLOWLY, avoid jerks. Use 
Bolsey recommended cable release. Place camera on tripod or steady 
support when using exposures longer than 1/25th of a second. 

Always wind film IMMEDIATELY after picture is taken. This will keep 
your camera ready. | 

After all film has been exposed, REWIND it back into cartridge until 
tension is relieved. If resistance is felt, DON’T FORCE, lift WINDING 
KNOB for a second while rewinding. 

When film is not in camera, or when camera is incorrectly loaded, 
WINDING KNOB and frame counter will turn endlessly. The double 
exposure prevention piston will not free release lever. This piston is 
spring-loaded and can be pushed back by hand at any time a DOUBLE- 
EXPOSURE IS DESIRED. It also makes a clicking sound before you 


actually trip the shutter. A second click signals that a picture has 


been taken. 
6 Good Tips 


Be gentle with your camera. Never force it. 

Use leather ever-ready case—protect your camera. 

Avoid fingers in front of finders or of lens. 

Avoid fingerprints on lens—they reduce sharpness. 

Clean lens when needed. Use only optical tissue. 

If camera has been long inactive, actuate shutter 10 times.
